JAPAN. 
YOKONAMA, 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 


Dec. ; the French mail, with London dates Oct. 13, arrived out 


Dec. 3. The following summary is from the Japan Mail and the 
Japan Herald :— 


The naval review, for which great preparations have been madr, 
has been postponed times out of number, and but scant informa- 
tion can be gleaned from the authorities as to when it will ac- 
tually take place. According to present advices, it is said it will 
come off this day (Dec. 10). The operations will be confined to 
Japauese men-of. war. 

The visit of the Mikado to this place has likewise been post- 
poned, and no definite time has as yet been fixed for the intended 
visit. By some accounts he is said to have been already here and 
at Yokoska cncognito. 

By the next American mail, on the 22nd Dec., a mission, com- 
posed of five of the principal officers of State, leaves for America 
and Europe for the purpose of conferring with the various Go- 
vernments on the subject of the revision of the treaties. It will 
be accompanied as far as Washington by Mr. De Long. who goes 
home to consult his Government on the subject. As most of the 
foreign representatives are now at the seats of their several Go- 
vernments, a favourable opportunity is presented to the embassy 
for the poy cree of projects, The names at present connected 
with it are Iwakura, Ito, Okubo, and Yamagochi ; and by the Go- 
vernment sending such men as these it is clearly apparent that 
they are fully alive to the importance of the mission. Two Ja- 
panese men-of-war are being placed in readiness to proceed to 
Europe to be availed of by the Ambassadors. Okuma, together with 
some other officers of the Finance Department, shortly leave for 
Europe and America with the object of gathering information 
respecting the financial systems adephed by other countries. 
Iwakura, who is to be the head of the mission, has lately been 
raised to the rank of second member of the Cabinet, taking pre- 
cedence immediately after Sanjio, the Prime Minister. 

As regards the right of exporting native rice, it can hardly be 
said to have been accomplished yet, as the authorities will only 
permit it on) foreigners paying export duty. To this foreign 
Ministers demur, and questions respecting it are likely to arise, 
as, according to the Treaties, rice comes in duty free. 

A serious case of forgery of native kinsats has been lately heard 
in the U.S. Consular Court. It appears that the prisoner, John 
Rogers, some fifteen months ago induced two Japanese to engrave 
a block assimilating to the rio paper money. This was done, 
and shortly afterwards the natives were caught, together with 
two other men, passing the bad sats. They were imprisoned and 
tortured to confess, thus leading to the arrest of the man 
Rogers, who was put upon his trial, but, owing to the miserable 
appearance of the tortured witnesses, the then Consul would not 
accept their testimony, and Rogers was released on bail, which he 
forfeited by escaping to Shanghai. He was arrested there aud 
brought back, and two of the witnesses who had somewhat re- 
covered (the other two in the meantime dying from the effects of 
ill-treatment in prison) gave evidence against him which led to 
his conviction and sentence of one year's imprisonment with hard 
labour, at the expiration of which he is to be deported. 

Mr. De Long, the American Minister, has had his farewell in- 
terview of the Mikado, and has presented as his successor Colonel 
C. O. Shepard, who will act as Charge d’Affaires during the 
Minister’s temporary absence. 

A case reflecting discredit on two missionaries has just been 
heard in the Court of the United States. It was between two 
American missionaries, one of whom made a claim for superin- 
tending the erection of a building during the absence of the other, 
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who stated that the services so rendered were to be gratuitous. 
It has caused a great scandal, and the Court in pronouncing 
judgment severely reprimanded the parties concerned. 

At Yedo a destructive fire, in which some six hundred houses 
were burned, has taken place. The want of proper fire-engines 
was greatly felt. 

The railway authorities, we learn, hope to be enabled by the 
close of the year to open the line from Yokohama to Sinagawa, 
the rails being already laid, and engines daily traverse through. 
Having been led to believe that railways in Japan were impos- 
sible without the services of an engineer-in-chief, it is now, we 
believe, discovered that such an appointment is so far superfluous 
that the vacancy created by the death of Mr. Morel need not be 
filled up at all, and that consequently there is no present inten- 
tion entertained of appointing another engineer to that office. 

It is announced that the land line of telegraph is to be forth- 
with begun between Yedo and the north. There will be, as a 
matter of course, a cable laid across the Straits to Hakodadi. 
There is reason to suppose that within the next fifteen months 
Hakodadi, Yedo, Volokcna: Kobe, and Nagasaki and several in- 
termediate places will be in telegraphic communication. ‘The 
line, however, between this place and Nagasaki (connecting with 
China, Europe, and America) is by far the most important, and 
efforts should be concentrated upon that to have it completed as 
rapidly as circumstances will permit. 

he silver yen, after having reached 11 per cent. premium, de- 
clined to 2 per cent, and subsequently rallied to 44, at which 
they now stand. Of course foreigners will not touch these coins 
on such preposterous terms; Japanese, who are foolish enough 
to buy them to hoard, and Chinamen whojhave made contracts to 
deliver them to Japanese, are the only purchasers. It is a pity 
that the new coins should have been made an object of traffic, as 
it makes their value fluctuate from day to day. The sooner the 
Government restores the proper equilibrium by flooding the mar- 
ket the better it will be. The coining of silver bullion at the 
Imperial Mint has been stopped for a time for repairs of ma- 
chinery, necessitated by overwork. 

The Autumn Race Meeting was held on the 8th Dec. The 
Yokohama Cup was carried off by Chanticleer, which also won 
the Shamrock Cup, presented by Mr. W. J. Alt, and the American 
Cup, given by the American community. The Maiden Stakes, 
for Japan ponies that had never won a race, were taken by 
Typhoon, and the Netherlands Cup was carricd off by the same 
pony. 

To distinguish them from the retainers of the several princes, 
the following dress has been decided on for the soldiers of the 
newly-formed Imperial Army at Yedo, viz.. grey trowsers with a 
yellow stripe, a blue jacket, a peaked red cap, black braided, with 
the Mikado’s crest in gold lace over the peak, and foreign boots. 
Rather a strange mixture, but it isa fact worth remarkinz that 
the tailors have given the men, in this instance, a good though 
not a perfect fit, which is more than can be said of the dress of 
the séldiens of the ex-Daimios. 

The Yokobama Amateur Dramatic Corps have given their first 
performance for the winter season, the pieces being Covl as a Cu- 
cumber, and Ici on parle Francais. These farces, threadbare as 
they are, served well as a lever dle rideau for the coming season. 

Preparations are being made tv plant shrubs aud trees in the 
public gardens, and improve the Jand adjoining. With proper 
care and attention a beautiful place of recreation can be made, 
gratifying to both natives and foreigners. There will be a plat 
laid down in grass for cricket. 

The Mikado has visited the foreign circus at Yedo, and ap- 
peared surprised at the wonderful training of the animals and 
their performances. 

Another native newspaper has been started in Ycdo, in friendly 
rivalry with the Budget of News, from which we have several 
times given extracts.

CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 

At the date of last advices the only vessel in harbour at this 
port was the British schooner Seabird, which was under immediate 
despatch for Hong Kong. The British gunboats Midye and Jeren, 
two French, one American, and one Chinese gunboat have been 
laid up for the winter, and a Russian gunboat was expected 
before the closing of the river. The plains had from six to cight 
feet of water on them and were covered with thin ice. though the 
river was not yet frozen. As the plains are low, and have such 
very small outlets, grave apprehensions were entertained lest they 
should remain flooded a great part of the coming year. 

The inhabitants wha have been ruined by the flood are suffering 
terribly from cold and hunger, in the country, beyond the range 
of Tientsin charities. 


R SHANGHAI, 
Dates from this port extend to the 14th December ; the P. 
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Consular buildings destroyed last Christmas. The old founda. 
tions are to be used, so the old arrangement of rooms will be re- 
tained ; the portion of the building adjoining the new Supreme 
Court being set apart for the officers of that institution. 

A meeting of the Treaty Consuls was held on the 8th December, 
The principal questions brought forward were those of lotteries, 
and of proxies at ratepayers’ meetings. An opinion was expressed 
that lotteries should be regarded as nuisances, and suppressed by 
a prohibitive system of licences. The question whether proxies 
should be admitted at retepeyey meetings, for resident land- 
renters or ratepayers absent from the meeting, was decided in the 
affirmative. 

A meeting of the Yacht Club has been held, to give an oppor- 
tunity of reconsidering the decision in the Hoyen Cup race, by 
which five yachts out of nine were then disqualified for not cross- 
ing the line, on a flying start, within a given time. Mr. G. B. 
Hill said that though he felt aggrieved at the time he was now of 
opinion that the matter should rest ; and no one else supporting 
the protest other business was proceeded with. The chairman 
brought forward a proposition that they should, instead of renting 
a piece of ground at $120 a year and spending $200 in the erec- 
tion of a slip, give Tls. 200 a year for a double rae shed for 
housing spare stores, and the use generally of a lot of land lying 
immediately below Gibb’s Wharf, Honkew. In the event of the 
club resolving to do so, a company, with a capital of Tis. 2,000, 
subscribed pensipey) if not wholly, by members of the Yacht 
Club, would buy the lot, erect the works required, rent it to the 
club for one year, at the sum abovenamed, and give them the 
option of buying it at the end of that term. After considerable 
discussion the committee were authorised to carry out the arrange- 
ment with the Slip Company. 

A meeting of No. 4 “ Deluge ” company of the Fire Brigade has 
been held. The report stated that the company had consisted of 
thirty-one members at date of last year’s report, to which two 
were added in March, making thirty-three. Retirements, depar- 
tures, and two losses by death had reduced that number to twenty- 
one. The number of fires had been four, and of false alarms 
three. 

On the 12th December, when the tide was making flood, the 
M.M. (str.) Donnai, mocred abreast of Olyphant’s Wharf, parted 
her cable and was carried by the current and the pressure of the 
wind to the Pootung shore. A tugboat was soon in attendance 
and towed her back to her moorings, without any damage save the 
brevking of the chain. 

For the following we are indebted to the Shanghai Burdyet :— 

The yacht Eureka, 80 unique in her model, but which has so 
conspicuously failed to fulfil the hopes which her sanguine in- 
ventor made public when he conferred on her her histrionic name, 
has been transferred to a new owner, Mr. C. P. Blethen being 
named as the purchaser. 

At the monthiy missionary meeting, held in Union Chapel, 
special notice was taken of the life and labours of Mrs. Bridgman, 
a lady who has lately passed from among us. The Rev. Robert 
Nelson, of the Church of our Saviour, Hongkew, who, in Mr. 
Syles’s absence at Japan, was most constantly with Mrs. Bridg- 
man in her last illness, gave some interesting particulars of the 
closing scene. 





HONG KONG.

An armed attack on the village of Sowkewan has been averted 
by the judicious, discriminating, and’prompt action of the police 
officer in charge there. As it appears, the affair might have aa. 
sumed proportions and produced results as serious as those of the 
fatal affair of April 1869, out of which came the death of a police 
constable, and all the unfortunate circumstances and revelations 
reat therefrom, historically known as the Sowkewan Murder 

Se. 

An inquest has been held on the body of Mr. Antonia Christen- 
sen, of the Great Northern Telegraph Company, who died from 
taking an overdose of laudanum: A verdict was returned to the 
effect that deceased died from taking an overdose of opium, but 
there was no evidence to show from what motive he took it. 

Captain Sinnett, of the British ship Khandersh, from San 
Francisco, has had nine men taken from on board by the water 
police and brought up before the harbour-master, charged with 
mutiny. The case having been investigated, they were sentenced 
toa month's imprisonment. Their statement was that the cap- 
tain had used every effort to cause them to mutiny, on account 
of their having been engaged in San Francisco at u3 per month, 
while wages here are only £2 10s. 

A meeting of the shareholders in the Hong Kong Pier and Go- 
down Company was announced to be held, but, probably in con- 
sequence of the Canton Races, no quorum arrived at the office, 
and the meeting was adjourned for a week. 

THE ABDOOL MOUSSA CASE. 

On the 15th Dec. Mr. Chief Justice Smale delivered judgment 
in the case of Abdool Moussa and another, who were convicted, 
after a trial (protracted through seven days), of conspiring with a 
third native, since deceased, to defraud by false representations 
of their and their alleged prnsipals commercial relations, on two 
counts. The conspiracy charged on the first count was to cause 
it to be believed that one Jamal had purchased certain goods from 
Leong-a-kum and not for F.M. Esa and Co., and with that pur- 

@ to have altered the labels of certain books kept by Jamal. 

he conspiracy charged on the second count was to defraud the 

same Leong-a-kum, and that with that object they furnished to a 

solicitor an account purporting to show certain debts as debts of 

- Jamal, when the accused knew that such debts were not due by 

him, but by F. M. Esa and Co. The prisoners were acquitted on 
the other, the second and third counts. 

The condition of the Hong Kong Bar is vividly described in the 

following account of the hearing on the 11th December :—“ Mr. 
Hayllar, having become Acting Attorney-General, retired from 
the defence, and Mr. Francis, in the absence of other counsel, 
argued the case for the prisoners. Mr. Ball, having resigued the 
office of Acting Attorney-General, retired from the prosecution, 
and Mr. Drummond appeared alone.” 
. _ The following extract from Mr. Smale’s judgment is equally 
characteristic :—‘“I do not think it the duty of the judge to state 
the grounds why he does not accede to each point separately taken 
by the advocate. J incline to think that I have been in the habit of 
doing so to too great an extent. It should perhaps be done only 
where the caseis likely to go to a larger tribunal. In the present 
case I abstain from stating my reasons at length as to eac point 
taken for the prisoners, whether by Mr. Hayller or Mr. Francis. 
I have considered them all with anxious attention, and I am 
clean of opinion that not one of the objections can be sustained, 
and that the verdict is as good in law as I hold it to be certainly 
good on the facts proved.” 

Mr. Francis, as there might be an appeal, moved an arrest of 
judgment on various new grounds, one of which was that the 
verdict of the jury was in effect a verdict of not guilty. His 
aorta said he would fix a day by-and-by for the argument, 
but it has since been postponed indefinitely, in consequence of 
his illness. The whole proceedings in this case, as well as that of 
Kwok-a-Sing, are described by a correspondent as so unsatisfac- 
tory that law and justice may be said to have come to a stand- 
still in Hong Kong for the present. 








COCHIN CHINA.

SAIGON, 
Advices are to the 24th December ; the French mail, with Lon-

All apprehension that the rice harvest might suffer from too 
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great rain and the exceptional inundation of the present season 
is now at an end ; and an unusually good crop is being gathered 
in with great activity. 

The timber trade has very greatly increased this year. The 
Governor’s tour through the new provinces has been attended 
with the cordial sympathy of the natives. 

A very destructive storm raged on the 6th December. Many 
houses—and even whole villages—were destroyed, and two pilots, 
Messrs, Foyer and Rion, unfortunately lost their lives, 








SIAM.

BANGKOK. 
The following items are from the Advertiser :— 


His Royal Highness the late Kroma Luang Wongsa Dhirat 
Snidh has long and favourably been known as a genial Siamese 
Prince, holding for years a prominent place in the Siamese poli- 
tical horizon. During his long official career he gave unmistak- 
able and persistent evidence of being a staunch friend to foreign- 
ers, The cremation ceremonies of his Royal Highness occupied 
four days. His Royal Highness was uncle to the present first 
and second Kings. 

On December 8th Werner von Bergen, the new German Consul 
for Siam, had the honour of an audience with his Majesty the 
First King. Mr. Lessler’s resignation of the office, and the regu- 
lar installation of his successor,will now enable Mr. Lessler to avail 
himself of a long-needed respite, to visit home, with the pleasing 
assurance that German interests are committed to the care of an 
apparently vigilant and able successor. We hear that Mr. T, 
Haussman has been invited to fill, temporarily, the post of Acting 
Assistant. 

We learn that the steamer Bangkok, which was some time since 
purchased from our Indian British merchants has been elabor- 
ately and commodiously fitted up, and is to be used as the Royal 
Steam Yacht. 

Dr. C. Vrooman, the medical missionary, who has been ap- 
pointed by the American Presbyterian Missionary Board to labour 
at Chiengmai, the capital of a Laos state under the protectorate 
of Siam, has left this city for his destination. 





SIAM CONSULAR REPORT. 

The report of H.M. Consul in Bangkok, Mr. J. G. Knox, for 1870, 
has just been published. ‘The value of exports was in excessof all 
previous years, because the rice, which forms the bulk of thd 
trade, was shipped to China, not to Europe. When the demand 
occurs in China it is frequently followed | by arush of shippiug tc 
this port. The European firms here, being the owners of the steam 
cleaning rice-mills, which yield them large profits, are now con- 
fining their business principally to cleaning rice. As they like- 
wise hold bank and insurance agencies, they, in many instances, 
are content to receive 25 per cent. of the value of the cargo here 
the remainder being covered by the usual documents. The rates 
for cleaning rice, viz., 10 cents per picul, are, however, considered 
high, and the Chinese and native shippers have ordered several 
small mills from England for their own use. 

Tho Indo-Chinese Sugar Company applied to the Siamese Go- 
verninent for a grant of land for the erection of mills and cul- 
tivation of cane, and have had their application responded to on 
very liberal terms. The Siamese Government granted a very fine 
site of 3,000 acres at a yearly rent of 2s. 3d. per acre for the land 
put under cultivation. They likewise reduced the inland duty 
upon sugar one-half, and it now stands at 9d. per picul of 133 Ibs. 
weight of white, and 43d. for the same quantity of brown. Having 
inet with this encouragement, the manager of the company im- 
ported and set up large sugar-mills on the newest principle, and 
put a large amount of land under cultivation. 

Imports as well as exports showed a promising increase. 

Copper exists in large quantities throughout an extensive range 
of hills to the north of Aguthia, and there is water carriage within 
reasonable distance. In the Malay Peninsular again, the greater 
part of which either belongs or is tributary to Siam, tin and lead 
are to be found in all directions. The former has hitherto been 
worked by Chinese, and considerable quantities are yearly ex- 
ported. The lead mines have not been worked, because no one 
has yet been found who properly understood the Process: From 
reports of the ore it contains a large percentage of silver. 

There is reason to believe that the Siamese Government would 
willingly grant permission to British subjects to open and work 
mines in their possession, provided they felt convinced that the 
applicants were in possession of the necessary capital to carry on 
such an undertaking in a proper manner. The royalty hitherto 
paid by the Chinese has been 10 per cent. on the metal extracted, 
and I understand that large profits have been made.

If there were no other objection to 
it, it would be enough to point out that it is contrary to the re- 
gulations of the Colonial-office. Those regulations direct that 
the estimates should be ready as early as June; but I believe 
that they have never been laid before the Council until October ; 
and then they are hurried through with all possible speed. 
owing to the late period of the session! It is very easy 
to say that the public interests are sufficiently protected by 
the unofficial members ; but have they time? However zealous 
those gentlemen may be, they cannot devote all their time and 
thoughts to the public service, and they need all the help that 
the editors and correspondents of the public papers can give them 
to exercise proper control over the purse-strings of the colony. 
Another practice for getting money without attracting attention 
to the purpose for which it is wanted is to include in the esti- 
mates a vote for ‘unforeseen expenses,” though this also is ex- 
pressly forbidden by the Colonial-office. Iam told that the vote 
for ‘unforeseen contingencies” passed in 1869, just after the 
Governor shifted his quarters from the old to the New Govern- 
ment-house, was exactly double what it was in 1868 ! 

The local officials clearly care little for the regulations of the 
Colonial-office, and it seems that the Colonial-office cares as little 
to see them obeyed. If they had been observed when the (rovern- 
ment-house was undertaken, the colony would have been spared 
no little cost and scandal ; for they require that before any work 
of importance is undertaken the Governor should submit the 
scheme, with plans, estimates, and specifications, before he con- 
sults the Legislative Council about it, and should also lay the 
same details before them after he has the Secretary of State’s 
sanction to his work. And yet all these rules were set at naught. 

The Colonial-office has a higher duty to perform than to pro- 
nounce tardy reproofs upon its subordinates who violate its rules.

YOKOHAMA.—A considerable amount of business had been done in 
this staple since Nov. 22, and settlements amounted to about 1,300 
bales. Prices for Hanks at one time had fallen fully $20 per pica), 
but the decline was only temporary, and at the close no change was 
quoted with the exception of an advance of about $20 per picul in in- 
ferior serts. Oshus and other Brick Silks had again advanced about 
$20 to 30 per picul and were in good demand. Silkworm Eggs: The 
season had closed with a total export of 1,250,000 to 1,300,000 cards, 
being exactly the same quantity as estimated last season.

THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH’S CURIOSITIES. 

The collection of water-colour ske!ches and drawings illustrative of 
the cruise of the Duke of Edinburzh round the world in H.M.S. 
Galatea in the years 1867-1871, together with selections from the 
objects of science and art collected by his Royal Highness, is now 
being arranged in the South Kensington Muzeum for public exhibi- 
tion, prior to removal to Clarence-honse. The collection comprises 
upwards of 700 articles from the Australian coloniea, ‘Tasmania, Japan, 
China, Malacea, Singapore, India, Ceylon, Cip2 of Gool Wepe, New 
Zealand, Mauritius, Sandwich Islands, Tahiti, and Manila; and in 
addition to these there are thirty-seven sketches by Mr. Oswald W. 
Brierley, forming part of a series illustrating the cruise of the Galatea 
in 1867, 1868, and 1369, and water-colour drawings by Mr. Nicholas 
Chevalier, which illustrate the cruise from March, 1869, to April, 
1870. A portion of the museum is set apart exclusively for the re- 
ception of these articles, and the arrangements are so far advanced 
that the opening for private view has taken place. The unagual op- 
portunities which his Royal Highness has enjoyed of bringing toge- 
ther such a collection have rendered it of extreme value both as 
regards intrinsic worth and artistic merit; and cven those articlea 
which are generally regarded as being of purcly pcrgonal interest, 
from the associations with which they are connected, have in this case 
many features worthy of public notice. The presentation trowels, and 
caskets containing congratulatory addresses, are very numerous, and 
for the most part of great valac. The mijority of these were pre- 
sented in New South Walcs, South Australia, and Victoria ; but from 
Ceylon also there are several addresses inscribed on leaves, reeds, and 
silver plates, and mounted with ivory and gold. from South Aus- 
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tralia and Victoria there are numerous apecimens of gold in nuggets! In the report which appeared in our last issue of the case of Lane 


and quartz, and various articles of gold and silver manufacture, in. 
cluding a very fine set of five epergnes, mounted in fro-ted silver, 
with representations of the aborigines, flora, and fauna of the colony. 

The Japanese collection includes numerous articles presented by 
the Mikado, the most prominent of which is a large ornamental 
bronze incense burner in three stages, each with representations, in 
high relief or in detached pieces, of rock work, with cascades, trees, 
flowers, and birds ; in the middle stage is a man, standing on the 
shore, invoking or deprecating a dragon, on a wooden stand carved to 
represent waves. This piece, which is of the fincst design and work- 
manship, is said to be 300 years old. The lacquered work of Japan 
is also well represented by a large collection of boxcs, swords, and 
trays, and lacquered porcelain vases. In articles of porcelain, 
however, the Chinese cases are especially rich. Many of the arti- 
cles are of the famous crackle pattern, and are said to have been 
made in the fifteenth century. A porcelain bowl, “ clair-de-lune,” 
glazed with Kaolin greyish-blue, claims even greater antiquity, for it 
is represented to be 1,000 years old. The Indian cases are resplen- 
dent with objects of native manufacture in gold and silver; and there 
are also to be found some magnificent carved and inlaid sandal and 
ivory cases. Trophies of arms from various districts of India, and 
sets of chain and plate armour, forma special feature in this collection. 
Native weapons from New Zealand, feather necklaces and tippet pre- 
sented by the King and Queen of the Sandwich Islands, the head of a 
bontebok from the Cape, cases of rare Australian and other birds, 
several articles of gold and silver workmauship from Singapore and 
Malacca, some splendid specimens of Indian, Chinese, and Japanese 
textile fabrics, and other miscellaneous articles serve to complete a 
collection which, during two months’ stay at South Kensington, will 
form one of the most attractive portions of the Museum. 

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

M. de Lesseps, replying to a number of shareholders in the Suez 
Canal who have asked for information relative to the proposed inter- 
national purchase of the Canal, says, with regard to any future pro- 

Is by the Powers interested, they will be laid before the share- 
olders, with whom rests the exclusive power of disposing of a most 
valuable property, which is increasing in value every day. M. de 
Lesseps refers them to the answer which he made to the Italian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs on the 7th of November last, which was as 
follows :—“ I caused to be delivered to the Khedive of Egypt a note 
on the subject of the proposed purchase of the Suez Canal, which had 
been mentioned in the Italian Parliament. The company does not 
invite offers, but it is disposed, in the interest of its shareholders and 
of commerce, to entertain any proposals which the Powers interested 
may make in the event of their coming to any agreement on the sub- 
ject. The Khedive is of opinion that the solution of this question 
presents great difficulties ; but, without pronouncing a decided opinion, 
answers that he must firat take that of the Grand Vizier. The Italian 
Government must, therefore, judge whether it will take any further 
steps in the matter.” 


JAPANESE STUDENTS IN AMERICA. 

The New York Times of the 10th inat., says the committee on foreign 
relations in the Senate have reported a Bill providing for the admis- 
sion of six Japanese young men, to be selected by the Government of 
Japan, to the Military Academy at West Point. It received brief consi- 
deration, and then was laid over for future consideration. There is some 
objection to its passage, but not enough probably to prevent it. Mr. 
Thurman objects to our training in tho art of war the youth of other 
nations, which may employ that knowledge in the future against us, and 
he seems to think this would be regarded as a precedent for admitting to 
the same school students from the South American Republics and the 
nations of Europe, from which there would be a great rush immediately 
on the promulgation of this action of our Government. Mr. Carpenter 
also objects to the Bill. Messrs. Cameron, Morton, Sumner, and Cole 
all favour it. Mr. Mori, the Japanese Charge d’ Affairs, is exccedingly 
anxious for its passage. 





Lrcrure on Cutma.—A lecture was delivered last night at (the 
Assembly Rooms, Blackheath, by Mr. Herbert Lawrence, on the sub- 
ject of “‘ China and the Chinese.” The lecturer divided his subject 
into two sections, the first of which treated upon the geographical fea- 
tures of the ‘‘ Flowery Land,” and some of the peculiar manners and 
customs of its people contrasted with those of Western nations. The 
second part of the lecture was devoted to a brief notice in detail of the 
religion and literature of the Chinese, including some telling remarks 
upon the foreign policy pursued from time immemorial by the‘Govern- 
ment. On the whole, so far as could be done in the brief space 
of time at the lecturer’s disposal, he gave a tolerably comprehensive 
description of the country and its people, and his efforts met 
with the appreciation they deserved from the audience assembled. It 
should be mentioned that the lecture was illustrated by dissolving 
views, of native Chinese design, and in many instances of execution 
also, which served to render Mr. Lawrence’s descriptive remarks much 
clearer than they otherwise would have been. Among the best of the 
pictures shown waa a portrait of Chung How. Mr. Fittock, H.B.M.’s 
Consul at Ningpo, occupied the chair. 

M. Jean Barrnecemy ARLES-Durour died a few days since at Lyons, 
His name will be familiar to our readers as the head of an old estab- 
lished silk trading firm, having its head quarters in Lyons, and 
branches in Paris and London. In France, however, he was univer- 
sally known as one of the originators, and among the chief support- 
ers of free trade principles, and as having exerted himself to establish 
the Anglo-French Commercial Treaty. M. Arles was born at Lyons 
in 1805, and was consequently sixty-seven years of age at the time of 
his death. He assumed the name of Dufour on his marriage with a 
lady of that ‘name, belonging to a well-known mercantile family at 
Lyons. M. Arles-Dufour was attached to the juries at the Inter- 
national Exhibitions of Paris and London in 1849, 1851, and 1855. 
He received the decoration of the Legion of Honour in 1887, was 
made officer of the Order in 1854, and commander in 1860. 
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v. Lay, in the Court of Exchequer, the closing paragraph was by mis- 
take omitted. It should have run as follows:—Sir John Kurslake,

‘the defendant, on the ground that the plaintiff had committed a

A TELEGRAM has been received at the Admiralty stating that some 
cases of small-pox had occurred on board H.M.S. Orontes, which 
vessel is conveying the SOth Foot to Singapore. The Orontes has ac- 
ordingly been detained at Gibraltar. 

The Culifornia Assembly has adopted a resolution in favour of a peti- 
tion being sent to Congress restricting Chinese immigration. 

Bazon Ourrey, the French Minister in Japan, is now in Paris. 





Foreign Antelligence. 


GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, Jan. 23. 

After the magnificent projects for establishing new steam com- 
panies here, the promoters of these schemes have discovered that they 
were going ahead rather too fast, and that though competition is a very 
good thing in its way, it is still possible to overshoot the mark. The 
two companies mentioned in my last have therefore somewhat drawn in 
their horns and amalgamated themselves into one company under the 
style and title of ‘*The German Transatlantic Steamship Company,” 
which has just issued its prospectus, with the names of the following 
gentlemen and financial institutions as the promoters and dircctors for 
the first five years:—The Anglo-German Bank, August Behn, Berk- 
feld and Michahelles, Rudolph Brach, Des Arts and Co., Hundeiker 
and Abegg, PF. Lacisz, Carl Meister and Co., J. F. Reimers, Ross Vidal 
and Co., Adolph Schin, Siemssen and Co., Benedict Schonfeld, Robert 
Miles Slowman, A. Tesdorff and Co., and Vorwerk Brothers, and Co,— 
all of Hamburg; J. H. andG. F. Bauer, and M. Mathieson and Co., 
of Altona; and the Berlin Handelsgesellschaft, the Deutsche Bank, 
Menelssohn and Co., and Schickler Brothers, all of Berlin. The 
capital of the company is fixed at twelve million thalers, in 60,000 shares 
of 200 thalers each ; but only one half will be issued at present, and o 
that half 40 per cent. will be required to be paid up asa first instalment 
The above-named firms have subscribed for all the shares ; bat neverthe- 
less a certain amount will be offered tothe public at pur to try ths ieeling 
of the money market ; and as an inducement to capitalists they are to 
receive interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum during tha two 
years that are required for building the steamers and making the need- 
ful preparations for the organisation of the service. Im the preapectus 
great stress is laid on the alleged fact that the number of passengers 
and quantity of goods from this port to New York have increaseu so much 
of late that the Hamb:rg-American Compiny, with all the means 
at their command, are unable to forward them and are obliged to 
leave a great many behind. The truth of this statement, however, is 
emphatically denied by that compiny, who explain that of the fifty- 
one steamers that left for New York last year thirty-one could have 
taken far more passengers and freight had it been offered them, and 
that on only twenty occasions were the vessels full. It is not to be es- 
pected that that company will sit quietly and let their new competitors 
take the profits ont of thoir hands after having had all the trouble aad 
ri-k of developing the trade with America and other parts, and now 
beginning to reap the frnits of their energy and patience, for though it 
is perfectly true, as stated in the prospectus, that during the four or 
five last years they have been able to declare large dividends, the 
directors of the new company take care not to say anything about the 
first ten years of their existence, when they had to struggle against 
many difficulties, and paid no dividend at all. This would have dis 
couraged most people, and indeed it is suid that on several occasions 
the directors were so disgusted with the results that they were on the 
point of liquidating the concern. As the affairs now stand it will be no 
easy matter to lift them out of the saddle, as they have many advan- 
tages in their favour. 

Just before Christmas the new gold coins that are in fature to be the 
currency of Germany were seen here and there at Berlin, as some 
were struck off for the use of the Emperor and Empress, who paid for 
their purchases of presents for the members of the Imperial family, the 
Court officials, and other persons of distinction, in the new coinage. 
Since then, larger quantities have been put in circulation, and find great 
favour with the public as being so much more handy and convenient, 
as well as portable, than the great, heavy, massive silver thalers now 
in use. But with regard to the workmanship displayed the complaints 
are loud and general. I have not as yet had an opportunity of seeing 
any, but the Berlin press is unanimous in condemning them as & 
failure. Take for instance the judgment of the Berlin Borsen Courter, 
one of the great financial organs of the Stock Exchange and the banks 
in that city, which is as follows :—“ We regret to state that the new 
gold twenty-mark picces are of such a nature that Prussia has every 
reason to feel ashamed before all Germany that the Berlin Mint is not 
able to turn out a more impressive-looking coin. We will pass over 
without comment the fact that the Emperor's head is a very poor like- 
ness, as the engraving was done in a hurry, though the rough appearance 
of the hair of the head and beard exceeds perhaps the limits of justid- 
cation. But the unfinished state of the edges of the coins can admit of 
no excuse, and the three last letters of the impressed legend Gott mitt 
uns are not visible at all. We can fancy such to be the production of 
a common iron-smith, unaccustomed to do fine work. If we send out 
coins of such very inferior and even wretched workmanship to preach 
the gospel of the newly-resuscitated German Empire, we shall excite 
more laughter, ridicule, and scorn than respect. The French will sg#9 
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call us barbarians—and this time not without reason—when they see 
our new coinage, as it is certainly not adapted to give any one a favour- 
able idea of an advanced state of art or our progress in metallurgy.” 

A great zoological curiosity has just been received here, and creates 
a great sensation. It is a double-horned rhinoceros (R. bicornia Su- 
matranus) from Sumatra, shipped ria Singapore and England. It is 
@ young female, only two years old, but she appears to be quite tare, 
and arrived in excellent condition, enjoying herself much, after her long 
confinement in a cage on board ship, in the roomy park at her dispusal 
in the Zoological Gardens. 

Siamese orders have arrived at Berlio for the Emperor, the Crown 
Prince, Prince Frederick Charles, Prince Bismark, Count Moltke, and 
Count Eulenburg. 

The Emperor has made the following appointments:—Herr Heinrich 
Ebell, hitherto Prussian Consular Agent ut Macao, to be Vice-Consul 
for Germany at that port; and Herr Otto Sielken, Acting Consul at 
Batavia for the North-German Confederation, to be Consul at that 
port for the German Empire. 

Among the new directors of the Danish Amalgamated Telegraph 
Coinpanies is Mr. Consul Helland, of the firm of Messrs. John Burd 
and Co., Hong Kong. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The tea market is firm, but business is slack. Two cargoes of table 
rice have arrived from Java, which came to a good market, and were 
sold at high prices in the absence of better descriptions. For Cas-ia 
Lignea there is no demand, and the article is dull, and might be bought 
lower, say at 11 to 112 sch. beo. On the other hand, Flores is tirm 
and looking up There is a rise in the value of Camphor, both refined 
and rough, the former selling easily at 13 sch. beo. Pepper is stronger 
than it was, and there has been a fair amount of business done, Singa- 
pore fetching G? and 63 sch. beo. Itis now not to be had under 
7 sch, beo. Spelter is rising, and the following sales are reported :— 
1,000 centners loco at 144 marks banco per centner; 1,000 do., also 
loco, at 143 marks banco, and 2,500 do., for spring delivery, at 145 
marks banco.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrerpam, Jan. 24. 


The First Chamber of the States General has approved of the Bill ra- 
tifying the treaty with England respecting the transfer of our colonies 
on. the West Coast of Africa by a majority much larger than in the 
Second Chamber, viz., 29 against 6 votes. Despite the oppusition of 
the leading paper of the Conservative party, most of the Tory Lords 
voted in favour of the Bill; but, nevertheless, one of the adorateurs of 
Mr. Heemskerk, Protessor Vreede, has endeavoured to prevent the trea- 
tles being finully ratified by the King. He organised a monster pe- 


tition, and reckoned upon afhost of signatures, because the whole press, | 


without distinction of politics, had condemned the transter as being. de- 
rogatory to our national honour. The document accuses the Govern- 
ment of keeping secret some important papers when the members of 
the Second Chamber dealt with the subject, and that they only per- 
mitted the Upper House access tothem. It is the general opinion that 
these papers have exercised a great influence upon the decision of the 
First Chamber, and many rumours are circulating with regard to their 
contents. The endeavours of Mr. Vreede were unavailing; the King 
has ratified the treaty, and the transfer is un fait accompli. 

In my last letter I stated briefly that the treaty referring to the trade 
of Sumutra had been approved of unanimously by the First Chamber. 
The discussions which preceded this decision were short but interesting. 
Mr. Duymaer van Twist made an admirable speech, in which he stated 
that the treaty afforded the best proof that it was no longer our policy to 
extend our territory to ‘‘ squeeze” the natives and to exclude otlier na- 
tions. That system has been given up a long time ago. In 1824 we 
concluded a treaty with England about Sumatra, but with no other 
intention than to monopolise all the advantages ourselves. Many com- 
plaints from English residents resulted from the stipulations of that 
treaty, and jt was necessary that it should be altered according to more 
modern principles. The Government has succecded, and he thought 
that the present treaty will tend to establish a closer alliance and friend- 
ship between Fogland and Holland. Mr. Hartsen, a pur sang Conser- 
vative, was not at ull satisfled with the treaty. Ho would have wished 
that that of 1824 had been mulntained ; our rights in Sumatra were 
well secured by it, and we should not have listened to the complaints 
of English residents and the Government of Great Britain. We have 
now not only to protect our own trade and shipping, but also foreign resi- 
dents and their possessions, and many difficulties will arise, Holland 
will have all the trouble, and foreigners all the benefit. How can—he 
asked—this treaty be regarded as any compensation for the transfer of 
our Settlements on the West Coast of Africa to England? The Minister 
of the Colonial Department replied jn a very able speech to the objec- 
tions against the treaty. He demonstrated that it was a great advantage 
that the limits of our possessions in Sumatra were now marked out in 
such a way that no differences or misunderstandings could arise, which 
was not the case with the treaty of 1824.

territory. He defended the principle (Art. 8) that England and Hol- 
land ould communicate to each other any treaties they may conclude 
with the tland Princes, and the objection that Eng!and might not act 
fairly in this respect he stigmatised as an unfounded insinuation. He ac- 
knowledged that to maintain our authority in Sumatra would henceforth 
cost morc than hitherto; but, on the other hand, he was of opinion that 
the extra outlay should be moro than covered by the extension of trade 
and industry which must take place.

will be hurtful to our interests the Minister denied, and his final conclu- 
sion was that the treaty would forward the interest of all parties. These 
are the principal topics of the debate, which wouh! fill several pages, 
were I to attempt to translate it in its entirety. The members of the 
First Chamber have since Icft the Hague, and the Second Chamber 
will not meet until the last week in Fobruary. 

Much sensation has been caused here by a Batavia telegram through 
Reuter’s office, dated the 18th inst., and reporting that much damage 
had been done by inundations. It is somewhat reassuring that not one 
word in allusion to this disaster appears in a despatch received to-day 
by the Dutch Java Trading Bank. Neverthcless, a committee has been 
organised to raise money on behalf of the sufferers if the news should 
prove to be true. 

The Second Chamber has received further petitions against the revi- 
sion of the East India tariff. They were furwarded by the Chamber of 
Trade of Oldenzaal and by Mr. Petrus Regout. 

The steamer Pring van Oranje will leave Texel on the Srd prox. for 
Batavia. ‘he number of passengers is already very large. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


A quiet tone continues to prevail in business generally, but the appre- 
hensions vf a renewed interruption of our navigation by frost are 
disappearing in the same ratio as the season is advancing, so that a 
more general resumption of the export trade may be looked forward to. 
Meanwhile, a favourable tone continues to prevail in most of our lead- 
ing articles of produce, and prices remain upon the whole analtered. 
In Sugar and Coffee a fair amount of business has been doing. 

Corrre.—Prices continue to be well maintained, in the proportion 
of 43c. fur good ordinary Company's Java, without, however, the de- 
mand being active, an] transactioasx from second hands are on a limited 
scale. Sales have been closed since my last of the following shipments 
of private importation, viz., 2,785 bags Java, ex Voorlichter ; 500 bags 
Passaroean, ex Rutterdain ; 2,000 bags Java, ex Batavia ; 590 bags, ex 
Prins van Oranje (str. ); 2,030 bags, ex Maria Diederika ; 700 bags, ex

TEA remains in a firm position, without, however, any sales taking 
place to afford a criterion of the market.

Spicrs.—A goo demand had manifested itself for Nutmegs and 
Mace, of which the following shipments were disposed of at full rates:

THE CHINA COOLIE TRADE. 

Tue Appeal of the Attorney-Gencral of Hong Kong ». 
Kwox-a-Sinc has been published. It sets forth that the 
French ship La Nouvelle Pénélope sailed from Macao in 
September, 1870, with 310 coolie emigrants, under a char- 
ter-party for Peru, and having complied with all the for- 
malities of the law. Five days afterwards Kwok-a-Sixe and 
others of the emigrants rose, and murdered the officers, and 
sailed back to China, with some money which they were said 
to have appropriated on the occasion of the rising. The 
21st Article of the Treaty of Tientsin provides that ‘ If cri- 
“ minals, subjects of China, shall take refuge in Hong Kong, 
“or on board British ships there, they shall, upon due re- 
“quisition by the Chinese authorities, be searched for, and, 
“on proof of their guilt, be delivered up.” Kwoxk-a-Sixe 
who had been committed by the magistrate, was discharged 
by the Hon. Chief Justice SmaLE, on the ground that the 
Ordinance passed to give effect to extradition treaties 
did not apply to the above article; that the 
crime charged was, if anything, piracy jure «entium, 
and justiciable by the Supreme Court of Iouy Kong ; 
that the Nouvelle Pénélope was in effect a slave ship; 
and that the depositions disclosed no offence whatever on 
the part of Kwox-a-Sina. The rendition of Kwoxk-a-Sina@ 
was first demanded on behalf of the Freuch Government, but 
their claim was abandoned when the Chief Justice’s decision 
was published. When the French Consul withdrew his claim 
the Attorney-General arrested Kwox-a-Sixe with the view 
to his trial before the Supreme Court in Hong Kong, but 
he was again discharged by the Chief Justice, who ruled 
that the offence charged in the second warrant of commit- 
ment was the same as that in the first, and that the prisoner 
could not be committed twice for the same offence, notwith- 
standing that a majority of the jury dissented from his 
Lordship’s direction—which we may remark, by the way, 
they had no right to do. 

On the 5th of April last Mr. Chief Justice Sstaxz, after 
taking occasion to state that “‘he had thought the mat- 
‘ter over till his health had more than once become un- 
** equal to the occasion,” confirmed his decision that the 
Nouvelle Penélope was fitted up as a slaver, and that the 
Chinamen shipped in her were not “ emigrants” within the 
Act. The Chief Justice also found that the captain had 
robbed Kwox a-Sina and others of his companions of valu- 
able property on the high seas, and that he was therefore a 
pirate. Within a short period (added the Chief Juscice) six 
or seven ships, carrying about 3,000 coolies, had been burned 
or otherwise destroyed, with immense loss of life, in con- 
sequence of practices like those which prevailed on the 
Nouvelle Pénélope. For example, sixteen coolies, charged with 
the same offence as Kwox-a-sine had been beheaded under 
the order of the French Consul at Canton, aud “men sick- 
ened at the scene.” In the case of Kwox-a-Sina the Chief 
Justice said it was not really the Chinese mandarins who de- 
manded the rendition of the prisoner, but the French Consul 
—who, although the alleged crime was committed on board 

French ship, knew that in the eye of French as of English 
law the prisoner had been guilty of no crime. Such was the 
basis of the judgment agaiust which the Attorney-General 
a} pealed, and we cannot see anything in it to shake our 
contidence in its propriety, or to account for the subsequent 
vacillation of the Chief Justice. : 
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THE HONG KONG EMIGRATION ORDINANCE. 

WE have received the full text of the Ordinance (No. 8 
for 1871) modifying the regulations of the Chinese Passen- 
gers’ Act of 1855. The application of this ordinance ig 
expressly limited to Chinese passenger ships, being British 
vessels, clearing out on a voyage of not more than thi 
days, and Chinese ships, of whatever nationality, proceeding 
to sea with passengers from Hong Kong. By the present Or- 
dinance it is required that nine superficial and fifty-four 
cubical feet of space shall be reserved for every adult on 
board ; that the height between decks shall be at least six 
feet ; that a proper space shall be set apart and fitted up as 
a sick ward ; that awnings shall be provided on deck ; and 
that deck passengers shall have a space exclusive of others, 
Provisions, fuel, and water are to be at the rate of 1}1b. of 
rice or bread stuffs per passenger per diem, with 4lb. of fish, 
one ounce of curry stuff, 141b. of fresh vegetables, 2lbs. of 
firewood, and one gallon of water. The owners or charterers 
of the ship are to pay the fees of the emigration officer— 
$25 on both the application for, and the granting of, the 
necessary certificate ; and the commander is liable to a fine 
of $500 if he neglects to show his papers within twenty-four 
hours after his arrival at any port. It is also required that 
the exact number of emigrants “ under contracts of service” 
shall be stated in the certificate, and that their contracts 
shall be inspected by the emigration officer at the port of 
departure. 


Tur lengthened review of China trade by the Count de 
Rocuecuouart bas naturally attracted much attention, and 
will be read with interest by all who have the cause of civili- 
sation and the extension of commerce in China at heart. The 
French Minister’s paper is not only lengthy, but exhaustive ; 
every sentence exhibits the result of acute observation and 
far-seeing prudence. Some allowance must be made for the 
imperfect and cramped style of the translation— which we re- 
print in another column—but these blemishes do not in any 
material sense detract from the value of a document which 
bears in its every sentence the impress of being composed by 
the thoughtful representative of an ally who has too long 
mistrusted her own powers of colonisation and improvement. 
If France can now be bronght to co-operate in earnest with 
England, Germany, and America in the development of the 
Far East, there is no reason why her honourable rivalry in 
this direction should not put the other Powers we have 
named fairly on their mettle to tue benefit of all. 





At a meeting of the Straits Association, held last week, 
the discussion of the Treaty with reference to Sumatra was 
postponed, as there was no copy of the document before 
the meeting. We learn that a telegram has been received 
from the Straits Association at Penang, expressing fear that 
the third article of the Treaty will greatly interfere with the 
freedom of trade with Sumatra. Resolutions were pas 
recognising the necessity fur improved means of communica- 
tion between Singapore and New Harbour, and that 4 
railway is essential for that purpose. There was a difference 
of opinion as to whether it would be advisable for the Go- 
vernment to construct the line, and whether it would not be 
better carried out by a private company, looking to the ex- 
cessive cost of Government House and other works as com- 
pared with the estimate formed by the Colonial staff. 





In another column we publich a letter of “A Straits- 
man,” to which we should not have drawn especial attention 
if it did not reflect, so faithfully as it does, public opinion 
in the Settlements to which it refers. There is no need 
accumulate evidence of the gross mismanagement on which 
our correspondent animadverts so justly. It remains for 
the residents themselves to insist on a better state of things 
than the present ; aud all we can do is to point to “ A Straite- 
man’s” letter as a fair commentary on a system, as dis- 
graceful to the Home, as it is scandalous to the Local Go- 
vernment.

Mr. James Monaan, Consul at Tien- 
tsin, has received au extension of leave, and will not return 
to his post until April or May next. Mr. Lay will therefore 
probably remain for the present at Tientsin, aud Mr. 
Mayers at Chefoo. 


A REPLY has been received by the Chairman of the Straits 
Association from the Foreign-office, on the subject of the 
Sumatra treaty, to the effect that until the final ratification 
has been concluded with the Dutch Government a copy of 
the treaty cannot be supplied. 





THE fourteen young Chinese who were sent from Canton 
to Paris to be educated have been placed at the colleges of 
St. Louis and Louis le Grand. They have all adopted the 
European dress with the exception of their guardian, who 
retains his native costume. 


THE appointments of Senor Joas Joaquist Remepios as 
Consul-General, and of Senor Agostina GuILHERME RomANOo 
as Vice-Consul at Hong Kong for the Portuguese Govern- 
ment, have been approved of by Her Maszsty, 


WE learn that the King of Honuanp has ratified the Treaty 
concluded with the British Government referring to the 
trade of Sumatra, which was lately approved of by the 
Dutch Parliament. 





THE FRENCH MINISTER ON THE CHINA TRADE. 
Count de Rochechouart, Chargé d’Affaires for France at Peking, 
publishes in the Journal des Hc onomistes a paper of some length 
on the commerce of China, with the view of directing the atten- 
tion of his countrymen to the immense ficld for trade open to 
them in the Far Kast, but in which they have“hitherto taken so 
small a part, not only from a want of spirit of enterprise, but 
also froma lack of information as to the chief centres of affairs, 
the system of exchanges in those parts, and the kind of goods 
which are chiefly required for the consumption of the native 
population. Of the northern ports Tientsin and Chefoo are those 
which appear to the writer to present the greatest promise of 
future development. The Customs revenues of the former during 
the firat quarter of 1871 amounted to Tls. 43,398, agairst 
Tls. 27,332 in the same period of 1869, or an increase of over 
Ts. 16,000 in two years. At Chefoo the extension is still more 
remarkable, the amount having increased from ‘I'ls. 40,091 to 
Ms. 79,216. As Peking and tho Korea are destined sooner or 
later to be open to foreign trade, those two ports will become 
important markets—Tientsin for articles of luxury, of which 
Peking may be expected to make a large consumption ; the other 
for the trade of the Korea, which has yet to be created. The 
three ports on the Yangtsze Kiang are little frequented by Euro- 
peans ; the trade of Kiukiang is rapidly decreasing, notwith- 
standing the facility of introducing merchandise in the heart of 
the Empire by Lake Poyang and its affluents; Chinkiang is 
recovering, and has again become the seat of trade with the 
provinces of Shantung ; at Hankow, which place enjoyed a mo- 
mentary prosperity during the Taiping rebellion, the greater part 
of the European houses are closed. Several Russian tea houses 
are, however, thriving, and now export direct to Odessa without 
passing by way of Shanghai, as formerly. The decay of Ningpo 
as been so rapid that no one can be found to occupy gratuitously 
the residence of the Consul, who is now transferred to Foochow. 
This latter port, although occupying a prominent position as a 
centre of exports, is one of the least important for its imports. 
While 48,000 pieces of cotton goods entered the port of Kiu- 
kiang, one of the sinallest, in the first quarter of 1871, the im- 
ports of the same article at Foochow were 2,650 only. This 
situation is owing to the transit dues imposed in the province of 
Fohkien for the creation of an arsenal and other causes, and 
which have driven the imports to take a less costly route. 
Shanghai is the Empress port of the extreme East and the 
chief seat of the foreign trade. It is the place of export for the 
silr sent from China, but a considerable quantity of the teas for- 
meriy shipped from there are now exported direct from Kiukiang 
and ankow: The towns on the Blue River and even Ningpo derive 
their ctief supplies from there. The climate is agreeable, and the 
great epwlomics which formerly ravaged the town have now become 
rare. Sweatow is important for the cultivation of sugar, and a 
large refinery recently established there promises magnificent 
results. Caiéon lives on its former renown, but has in reality 
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ceased to be a commercial centre, but it is still the port where 
smuggling is most largely practised. 

The statistics given by Count de Rochechouart refer only to 
the first quarter of 1871. In that period the import and export 
dutics amounted to Tis, 1,812,576, but the first quarter of the 
year is the dead season in China, as the tea and silk, which are 
the chief articles of export, only make their appearance on the 
markets at the end of May. Moreover, navigation is completely 
interrupted by ice between Shanghai and the northern ports 
during the months of January and February, and partially so 
on the Blue River by an insufficiency of water. The returns for 
the previous years give the total revenue for twelve months as 
£3,200,000, which sum, being calculated as an ad valorem duty 


| of five per cent., represents a trade of 464,000,000. As, however, 


many of the articles are estimated below their value, are exempt 
from duty, or enter contraband, the total commerce of China is 
probably not less than £80,000,000. Of the sum of Tis. 1,812,576, 
received during the first quarter of 1871, the imports produced 
Tls. 416,090, and the opium tax Tls. 379,502, The largest sum, 
Tis. 290,636, was received at Shanghai, and the smallest, 
Tis. 31, at Kiukiang. Next to the grey and whito shirtings, 
of which 2,955,311 pieces were imported in those three 
months, the stuffs most in demand are T-cloths, prints, and 
drills. The Customs tables also show a considerable trade in 
cotton, damask, muslin, cambric, cotton-velvet, and handkerchiefs. 
The Chinese prefer to buy these plain and dye them themselves. 
The colours usually worn by the working classes in the south are 
white or blue, but in the north they are more varied and it is the 
fashion to adopt a new one every year. Burnt ochre, black and 
bottle green have been successively worn. The colder climate of 
the north also requires achange of clothing according to the season, 
and that opens a market for a greater variety of productions. 
The woollen stuffs imported are camlets, lastings, lustrine, long cells, 
and Spanish stripes. The supremacy of England on the market 
is incontestable, but the Germans and Russians furnish a large 
share of the lower woollen goods. According to the writer the 
English and the Germans are almost the only European nations 
which trade in opium ; the Americans and French only deal in it 
accidentally on speculation. This commerce is rather the speci- 
ality of the Parsee houses established in China, and some Jewish 
rms. 

Notwithstanding the mineral wealth of China, the metals form 
a large part of the import trade. Inthe environs of Peking six 
or seven kinds of coal are to be found, varying from anthracite to 
a coal so ligneousand impregnated with sulphur that it will burn 
on applying a lighted match. Traces of iron, copper, lead, and 
silyer are also found everywhere, yet the native manufacture 
is quite insignificant. Count de Rochechouart remarks that the 
Chinese Customs returns are very incomplete, excepting where 
the English trade is concerned. No special mention is made 
of French wines, preserves, clocks, or Paris articles, yet there 
are dozens of wine merchants at Shanghai, and five or six 
houses trade only in Puris articics, with Swiss and Belgian imi- 
tations. At Peking one is astonished at the quantity of Euro- 
pean fancy goods that are found in the shops, and everything 
may be purchased, from toilct-soap and pomatum to chimney 
clocks and jewellery. One Swiss house imports hundreds of 
thousands of watches, yet no mention is made of them in the 
Customs returns. 

All the attempts to introduce Lyonnese silks into China have 
hitherto failed. Negotiations were, however, opened about three 
years back between an English house at Chefoo and a company at 
Lyons, and samples were sent, but without result. There was a 
slight difference between the cost price named by the manufac- 
turer and that at which the merchant declared a sale to be pos- 
sible ; moreover, according to the French system, the former 
would only deliver on a complete sale, while the latter wished only 
toact as commission agent. There is, nevertheless, an opening 
for European silks of handsome kinds which the native industry 
cannot produce, and which might find a sale among the wealthy 
classes, but competition is hopeless for light qualities of general 
use. ‘Tientsin, from its proximity to Peking, offers the best 
chance of success for an enterprise of this kind; the manufac- 
turer must not, however, count on orders for sale, but must bo 
satisfied with finding honest and intelligent agents. In fine, the 
chief forcign import trade in China is from England, which pos- 
sesses 87 per cent. of the total. The United States have little 
more than drills as an article of import. The Germans have no 
speciality, and trade on smaller rates of profits than the English 
or Americans. As for the French, their share is very insig- 
nificant, and there are scarcely a dozen houses on the whole coast 
of China ; and this notwithstanding the bi-monthly service of the 
Messageries steamers, the establishment of a branch of the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, and the presence of Consuls and Consular 
agents, whose constant efforts aim at increasing the commercial 
relations of France in this country. French merchants, it is 
said, do uot like speculative ventures, but there is nothing less 
uncertain than the trade with China. 

The direct cxport trade of France from China is still less im- 
portant, and amoung the firms which export silk are only to be 
found one French house and two Swiss. Yet of the 45,000 bales 
produced in China annually from 39,000 to 35,000 bales are 
taken for France. With such a consumption it is difficult to 
understand why recourse should be had to foreign intermediaries, 
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and that the market for silk should be at London instead of 
Lyons or Marseilles. The northern ports of China are deficient 
in articles of export. At Tientsin, while the import duties in 
the three months of 1871 amounted to Tls. 29,000, the export 
dues did not exceed Tls. 5,000. Most of the steamers return to 
Shanghai in ballast, and the only freight they find is gensing, 
liquorice, drugs, bean-flour, oil-cake, and leather of a common 
kind. The wool of Mongolia at one moment had been counted 
on to furnish an article of export, but the absence of rivers does 
not permit the washing of the sheep before the shearing time, 
and consequently renders impossible the exportation of wool 
gathered in such conditions. Coal might furnish the desired 
freight, but the Chinese Government has co far given little en- 
couragement to the working of the mines. : 

The competition between the steam companies has brought 
about a large diminution in the rates of freight from Europe, 
which have fallen from f.600 per ton to f.150 or f£.175. A Liver- 
pool company was also started after the opening of the Suez 
Canal to convey goods at £3 per ton, and first-class passengers for 
£60. The sailing navigation, although diminishing each year, is 
still of a certain importance. Thus, of 351 vessels which entered 
the port of Shanghai during the first quarter of 1871, forming a 
total of 194,775 tons, there were 138 sailing vessels, 127 sca- 
going stenmers, 59 river steamers, and 29 Chinese junks. Of the 
sailing vessels 102 were from the Coast, 15 from England, 2 from 
America, 8 from Australia, 3 from Hong Kong, 27 from Japan, 
and one each from Holland, Manila, and Siam. Of the steamers 
133 were from the Coast or the Yangtsze, 34 from Europe or 
Hong Kong. and 17 from Japan. 

The banking operations are shared by a few large establishments 
at Shanghai and Hong Kong; these are the Comptoir d’Estompte 
of Paris, the Oriental Bank, the Mercantile Bank, the Chartered 
Bank, and, lastly, the most recent of all, but not the least im- 
portant, the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. Each of them 
enjoys an almost unlimited credit, and together can meet all the 
requirements of trade whatever development it may attain. 


Hlonetary and Commercial, 
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At a meeting of the directors of the India-Rubber, Gutta-Percha 
and Telegraph Works Company it was resolved to recommenda divi- 
dend of £2 5s. per share, making, with the interim dividend paid in 
August last,a distribution at the rate of 10 per cent. for the year, 
to write off £30,000 from the patents, goodwill, and depreciation 
account, and to carry forward £16,519. 

The provisional official liquidators of the European Assurance 
Society have received directions to notify that a winding-up order 
having been made, it is not necessary fur a policy-holder to pay 
his renewal premium in order to keep alive his claim against the 
company in Vig uidation, 

Notice has been given that the firm of Hall and Holtz, of St. 
Benes ee, Gracechurch-street, has ceased to exist. The busi- 
ness will be carried on for the future by Messrs. Thomas Alex- 
ander Cowderoy and Mr. Henry Powell Rainbow, at 5, New London- 
street, under the style of Cowderoy and Rainbow. 

Ata meeting cf the creditors of Mr. John Howells, of Brad- 
ford, near Manchester, iron and mineral merchant, the creditors 
agreed to accept a composition of 2s. 6d. in the pound, payable 
in three instaln:ents, at one, six, and twelve months, and further 
resolved that the debtor was entitled to his discharge. 

A first dividend of 1s. 6d.in the pound is payable on the estates 
of Messrs. John Stewart and Co., of Liverpool, and Messrs. Mac- 
donald, Tweedie, and Co., of Bombay, whose failure was reported 
some eighteen months since. 

The demand for Bar Silver for the East has almost ceased ; 
prices have therefore declined, and may now be quoted as about 
5s. Ojd. to 5s. 1d. per oz, standard. For Mexican Dollars the 
demand is inactive, and prices are quite nominal at the rates 
last quoted, viz., new coinage 4s. 113d, old 5s. 1d. 

The Produce Markets Review publishes the following remarks on 
the subject of the mixing and packing of Teas :— 

The quality of a good deal of the Tea that is sold as superior 
and best is little superior to fair common Congou, and the tea is 
besides largely mixed with dust. The unfair manner in which 
most of the recently imported Kaisows are packed (some of the 
parcels containing nearly 50 per cent. of dust) is most unsatis- 
factory, and the practice has been, very properly, severely con- 
dermned by the trade. We regret to say, too, that many chops of 
Black leaf are little better. The demand at present is so large 
that it almost exceeds the supply ; the consequence is that the 
wholesale denlers are at the moment practically powerless to show 
their feelingin aneffectiveand wholesome manner, but with seasons of 
large and perhaps excessive, imports, such as are certain to follow a 
temporary scarcity, the dealers will have opportunities which they 
will know how to employ. It is the large operators in China to 
whom we raust mainly look for support to check the present objec- 
tionable practices ; they are at least as much interested in the mat- 
ter as the dealers, and being on the spot have opportunities for 
making Teamen feel in a practical manner that it is not to their 
interest to pack tea unfairly. The systematic admixture of dust 
with the leaf was unknown in former years, and the carly impor- 
tations this season were in this respect satisfactory, and led us 
to hope that a general improvement had at last taken place, but 
recent importations show the reverse tobe the case. 
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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TEA. 

There has beena steady business done during the past week in 
nearly all kinds of Tea at full prices; the trade have been the chief 
buyers, but there have also been a few speculative purchases. 

Black.—Red-leaf Congou siftings have sold at full prices to §d. 
per lb. advance. Broken-leaf kinds show a rise of $d. per lb. Fair to 
good common have sold from 1g. Od. to 1s. 14d. per Ib., being §d. 
per lb. dearer than last week. Fair to good Kaisows have sold at 
rather better prices. In fine to finest there have been but few trans- 
actions. Pak Lin kinds remain in good demand. Black-leaf kinds: 
The low qualities show no improvement. Fair to good common have 
been more saleable, and prices have ruled slightly higher. Fair to 
medium have been steady at last week's prices. In fine to eat 
there has been no change to notice. Common Amoy kinds have 
been inquired for at recent very low rates, but holdera require 
an advance. Fair quality is saleable. New-make Canton kinds 
have been in fair demand at fully previous prices. Oolongs: Fair to 
good have sold from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 6d., fine from 1s. 8d. to 1s. 10d., and 
finest from 23. 2d., to 2s. 10d., the latter in boxes. Souchongs : Some 
sales of good quality have been made from 1s. 6d.to 1s. 8d.; fair 
from ls, 2d. to 1s. 5d. Flowery Pekoes show no change. Scented 
Teas: Canton Capers show no alteration. Foo Chow kinds have sold 
rather lower, from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 5d. Canton Orange Pekoes remain 
as before. Foo Chow kinds have sold at rather lower prices, from 
1s. 3d. to 1s. 5d. for fair, and from 1s. 6d. to 1s. 8d. for good. Ia un- 
coloured Japans not much has been done. Green: The market re- 
mains steady, prices generally showing rather more firmness. On the 
24th inst. 1,428 packages Ping Suey were offered in public gale, and 
all sold at full prices. Cauton kinds show no alteration. 


SILK. 


There is no change to report during the week; prices keep very 
firm, although there is rather less buainess doing generally. Deli- 
veries are very good; say from Ist to 24th inat.: China, 2,415 ; Canton, 
1,401; Japan, 1,084 ; Bengal, 409.—Total, 5,309 Bales. 


COFFEE. 


Only moderate quantities have been placed on offer at the public 
sales of the past week, for which a steady demand has been shown, 
without the display of any great activity, and sales to a moderate 
extent have been effected at the prices current for last mail, which 
have throughout been firmly maintained. The rates realised for 
Ceylon have been—Plantation: Triage and ordinary, 643. to 723.

3d.) have been sold, at 353.; 323 bigs unclayed MVanile (from 
Mauritiu-), at 263., and 23 bags 895 pockets good clayed ditto at 30s., 
and 200 bags fiue Java (duty 63.) at 37s. per cwt. 





Camrnor.—China : A moderate business has been done at previously 
Tuling rates, viz., on the spot €4 4s., afloat £4 53., but at the close a 
quicter tone prevails, and there is little doing, but prices show no signa 
of giving way. Jajtn continues scaree, and the small atock is held 
for high prices.

Cuina Root.—Very scarce, and a small trade has been done up to 
26a. ; a parcel sold afloat at 2%a.; on the spot holders are asking 25s. 

CotomBo Root.—Firm and scarce ; 18 bales medium quality sold at

Corr Goops.—A heavy supply of Yarn has been brought to auction, 
but with a generally good demand the greater part waa disposed of 
at full rates. Fibre consisted chiefly of second-hand parcels, which 
were bought in.

Tue Loss or TAB “ Tarrinc.”—The Board of Trade have awarded a 
gold watch and chain to Captain P, Sabatier, of the French ship Omer 
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et Julia, iri ackdowledgment of hig humanity and kindness to the first 
officer and beven seamen of the ship Taeping, of Glasgow, whom he 
picked up at sea on the 29th of September, in lon. 110.59 E., and 
lat. 9.41 N. The Taeping was lost on the Ladd's Reef, in the China 
Sea, on the 26th of September, being then bound from Amoy to New 
York with a cargo of tea. The crew left her in three boats. The 
ma-ter, with his boat's crew, arrived at Saigon on the 15th October ; 
the second officer and his crew were picked up by the Serica ; and the 
first officer and his crew were picked up by the Omer et Julie on the 
29th September. Captain Sabatier treated them with the greatest 
kindness, and although he subsisted them for fifty days on board his 





vessel he refused to accept any payment. The crew were landed at 
Batavia on the 17th November from the Omer et Julie. 

American Seamen IN CuInese Ports.—We learn from New York 
thata Bill is being prepared in the United States Senate Committee of 
Commerce to prevent what is called ‘‘ running out crews’ in Chinese 
ports. Ships leave the States with crewa answering the requisition of 
law, but on their arrival at Houg Kong or some other Chinese port 
these crews are so abused that the men desert, and Malays or Chinese 
are shipped at merely nominal wages. The American Coneuls a _ 
these ports connive at this, in order that they may receive the fee of 
$10 for a certificate of desertion.
